A half dav's ride into the hilln to 
the south of here has l>rouglit Iu iny 
mind some important points in regard 
to our syatam of pablia roada. 

The first is that while wi> have aev 
eral fairly good pikes leading out of 
Berea the two to the south aud south 
east end in three and four milea re- 
spectively, and the traveler is at the 
mercy of a very bad d.rt road fur the 
rest uf his journey. Nut b.it what 
there is traffic enough to warrant a 
pike, but aimply it has not beeu built. 
To the north we may travel to Uich- 
mond, Wiocht>.ster, l.evington aodon; 
and to the west through Wallacaton, 
Paint Liek and Laneaatsr for aa in- 
definite distance, and find a net work 
uf well built pikee W hy should we 
not have them in the uther direction T 
It may be true that the inuMdiatei 
wealth of the tarmera In that dirae-l 

th n not as great. an<l yet there is 
a wealth uf tiuilier, iioal and alone 
awaiting a market- not to speak of 
the farm cropa that would amply pay I 
the interest and sinking fund fbr a{ 
good system of pikiw Then thr- still 
greater consideration comes in of put 
tiat tba larnwra aad boMa of this 
region of country in easy commiinica j 
tiuu with church, schuolhouse and 
postotlice. We cannot afTortI t») l>e 
kept away from thaae great agenta of , 
oiviHaation dnring aeiwal moatba in 

tlie year for lack <f h tf.Hvf reliable 
n>ad by which to reai h them The 
law of Kentucky w isely providaa that 
no maa shall be denied a paaaway 
from his home to church, achoolhouee 
or jM'sIotlii-e, but il fli" roiid is so livl 
fur six months in the year that he can- 
not paw over it, it seeoa to me that 
the law ia pretty elfeotuallT nullified 
for that length of time. The remeily 
iatotxiiki good roads.

the expense. 

My second pjiul is that il is of lit 
tie uae to build a pike if it ia nut kept 
up. How to lay out and build a good 
pike is quite a long story. Ihi*. it is a 
story not worth telling; if »e Io not 
intend to keep the pike in repair 
when we get it. The aiapleat way to 
ke«>p up a pike ia to hetp H up. The 
rule ebouM not be to mend a road 
once a year or twi«w a year, but w hen- 
it naada naading. Water is the 
Bamy to good roada. Seepage 
wstsr nador the road >>ed s|>oils the 
foundation, and should lie drained 
swsy. Rainwater soaks into the "met 
al" if it ia aol tborooghly ooaiparted 
and kept at a crown that will turn 
away the rain at once. Little h 'll 'ws 
and wagon ruts that allow water to 
stand on the surface will help the 
wheelaof traflki to aoftan up the hard- 
eet metal and make the boles still i 
dee(M*r. .S'orm waters coming ilown 
a hill will keep the road if the crown 
ia not ronndiog aaoogh to turn them 

aside, and as the waters jfalher volume 
ruts become gulleys, aud the ri>ail is 
ruined. 

Build good roads if you have to go 
in debt for them. They will pay for 
tbemaelvee and leave you a handsome 
profit. When you get the roada take 
care of them. Pot In tha ablaal aaa 

you have in the di>tr'<'t as road Btt- 
pervieor, and atanU by him.
